President Hurdtng hopes to afibc 
settlement of tho coal minors' strike 
bare not been raado public beyond an 
announcement that representatives o 
both sides to tre controversy liavi 
been invited to moot with, tho Preslden 
next Saturday to "devise methods up- 
on which negotiations for a aettl&uieat 
can bo initiated." 


It is understood, however, that Pres- 


ident Harding, in calling this confer- 
ence of optiratora and mine workers. Is 
striving to hare tho meeting rise abovo 
tho sharp controversies which have 
created tho deadlock in the unionized 
mining sections, and to consider tho 
situation from the broader standpoint 
o[ tho public Interest. Tho Intention 
ot tho President and hia advisers is 
that the conference shall not go be- 
yond a discussion of ways and moans 
of bringing about a settlement, avoid- 
ing, if it be i>osslblo, dabato ot the 


_ claims of the- miners for u continuance 
o,. tire war-tlm« wjugo scale and of tiio 
operators' contentions concerning 
desirability of makSnjj district instead 
of semi-national agreements. 


If the deliberations can bo limited, 


as the President hopes, to considering 
and adopting a mutually satisfactory 
basis upon which, a settlement can bo 
nagatlated, the conference will bo a 
distinct achievement in tho realm of 
mediation in industrial dlsoutes, but 


' its sncuess will not bo complete If it 


does not accomplish tho full purpose 
of leading: to a settlement which gives 
a recognition to the rights of the pub- 
lic as superior to those oC the con- 
tending parties.

that will relievo the coal industry and 
fuel consumers of the interruptions, 
losses ana inconveniences resulting

wafros to mine workers and it reason- 
able profit to mine owners, and suar- 
antro to all mon the unrestricted priv- 
ilege to exercise their constitutional 
right to work whoro, for whom and 
•when they choose and the correspond- 
ing right of employers to make their 
choice of employes. 


Without incorporation of thcso es- 


sentials In a final settlement the peace 
•vrhich the cool industry needs and the 
public demands "will bo Tcco-nclns 
and short lived.
